of 200,000, while the Democratic tota
was in the neighborhood of 70,000.
The most conser\«Htive estimate ol

Tuesday's total Republican vote is
$06,000, and it would not be surprising
because of the intense interest in th«-
contest between Governor Channing II
Cox and Attorney General J. Westor
Allen for the Republican nomination
for Governor, if the. total doubled
For the first time in several years the
Democrats actually see a chance foi
their candidate in the November elec¬
tion, and this optimistic feeling has
produced strenuous contests for every
nomination of importance.
The over-Sunday lull, which usually

precedes the actual voting, was absent
to-day, particularly in the Cox-Allen
contest. Governor Cox issued a ring¬
ing statement denouncing his opponent's
campaign methods, and particularly
his speech last night, in which he pro¬
duced checks which passed between
William J. Corcoran, former District
Attorney of Middlesex County, and
Charles H. Innes.
"In view of the campaign which has

been waged by Mr. Allen," the Gov¬
ernor said, "the question now becomes
one of honorable methods and orderly
procedure, as against wanton, reck¬
less and desperate abandonment of all
sense of decency and fairness."
Tho Governor added that the insinua¬

tion contained in Allen's speech of Sat¬
urday night constitute an "insult," and
that, "coming from one who knows the
utter falsity upon which such insult is
based, it is beneath contempt."

Allen, on his part, issued a state¬
ment which declared that his Saturday
right speech had clearly defined the
issue.the defeat of the "lnnes ma¬

chine and Innesism."
Bitter Feeling Unprecedented

Never before in Republican history
has a contest for major nominations
created such bitterness of feeling. For
the last ten days the Republican party
has been in continued uproar as it fol¬
lowed the successive motives of the
two candidates and their friends. It
hijs been a dramatic period, too, and
Governor Cox's speech in Fanueil Hall
one week ago Friday, when he walked
up on the platform alone to answer

charges made there the day before,
will remain a historic milestone in the
political history of the state.
Every indication points to the Gov¬

ernor's victory Tuesday by a large ma¬

jority. The Attoimey General has
said continually that he is confident,
but those working for him in the cam¬

paign admit that if they do win it will
be by a small majority.

If there is one absolutely sure bet

il is that Senator Lodge will be «»nomi¬nated by -*.n overwhelming majority»His opponent is Joseph Walker, a
former Speak« of the House and who
m tÔÎÎ was the Republican candidat« for
Governor and two year» later the Pro¬
gressive candidate for the same office.
Senator Lodge has not lifted a finger
to win renomination.

Big increase in Woman
Vote Expected in Maine

SpttcHrsl m»ps%tch to Th* Tribun*
AUGUSTA, Me., Sept. 10..It is esti¬

mated that at least 16,000 more women
will go to the polls in the biennial
state election Monday than availed
themselves of their right of suffrage
two year» a ¡fco. Just prior to the state
election in 1920 Tennessee adopted the
Susan B. Anthony amendment to th©
Constitution giving women the right to

thereby making it a law.
Some months prior to the election

Frank J. Ham, of Augusta, who was
then chairman of the Republican State
Committee, and Mrs. Anne M. Gannett,'
also of Augusta, chairman of the wom¬
en's division of the Republican State
Committee, set about organizing the
Republican women, anticipating that
the suffrage amendment would be
adopted. But the Democratic women
were unorganized and comparativelyfew of them were registered. This yearthe Democratic State Committee has
had organizers in all parts of the state
working among the women voters.

It is asserted that more women than
men participated in the general state¬
wide primary in this state last June
when candidates for Governor, United
States Senator, Representatives, mem¬
bers of the Legislature and county offi¬
cials were nominated.

Mrs. Gaifnett to-night made the fol¬
lowing statement regarding the elec¬
tion:
"The Republican women are better

organised this year than every before,
and are showi33g a great deal of inter¬
est. Two years ago it was really hard
.**o get women to attend meetings,while this year a great many more
women than men have attended the
organization gatherings and rallies.
The women realize that politics is the
science of government, and they want
to do their part.

"I found in my work throughout the
state that the women voters are en¬
thusiastic in their support of Gov¬
ernor Baxter especially, and eager for
the success of the whole Republican
ticket. As an example of the unusual
amount of activity being shown, in the
old Democratic stronghold of Knox
County the women are working even
harder than they did two years ago
when they were so successful.

"I feel confident that the Republican
women of Maine will do their part this
year as they did in 1920."

Mrs. William R. Pattengall, of Au¬
gusta, member from Maine of the wom¬
an's division of the Democratic National
Committee, to-night made the follow¬
ing statement:

"I feel quite gratified when I consider
the conditions which existed two years
ago. The Democratic, women are a
great deal better organized this year
and they have shown a great deal of
interest. The Democratic women are
not only organized in one county but
they are organized in every county. I
think the chances for Democratic suc¬
cess are good and that the Democratic
vote will surprise our opponents."

Governor Is Only Issue
In the Vermont Primary

one \ office.that of Governor.will be
contested at the Republican primary on
Tuesday. The Democrats failed to poll
a sufficient vote in the last Presidential
election to make it mandatory for them
to participate in the priinary this year,
and they have made their nominations
already.

Redfield Proctor, of Proctor, and
Lieutenant Governor Abram W. Foote,
of Cornwall, are the two gubernatorial
candidates for whom the Republicans
will 'cast their ballots. Mr. Proctor, a
marble producer, is a son of the late
Senator Proctor, and if nominated and
elected will be the third member of the

Dry Issue Paramount
In Maryland Primaries

BALTIMORE, Sept, 9.With three

candidates lined up for the Democratic
nomination for United States Senator
in Maryland, party leaders are puzzled
over the complexity of the second
choice provisions of the primary elec¬
tion laws in the state. The primaries
will be heid throughout the state Mon¬
day.
Heretofore the organisation bosses

generally have picked the candidate,
especially under the old convention
system of nomination. This time their
plan of elimination did not work. For¬
mer Representative Lewjs refuses to
withdraw, so the three-cornered fight
is on. The vexed prohibition question
is paramount in the contest. It is not
so much the direct issue of "wet" or

"dry," but the relative attitude of the
respective candidates as to modifica¬
tion or repeal of the Volstead act.
Following is a list of the Senatorial

candidates, with their views as they
have expressed them publicly on this
issue:
For Senator:
William Cabell Bruce, Democrat,

favors beer and light wines.
David J. Lewis, Democrat, proposes

liquor that will "stimulate" but not
intoxicate.
William I. Norris, Democrat» favors

repeal of Volstead law and prohibition
amendment.
Joseph I. France, Republican, favors

repeal of Volstead law and EighteenthAmendment.
John W. Garrett, Republican, favors

beer and light wines.
Organized labor will throw its poli¬tical strength in the primaries to

Senator France, Republican, and Wil¬
liam I. Norris, Democrat.
At a secret conference of union labor

leaders some western Maryland dele¬
gates favored Lewis, as against Nor¬
ris, but they were outvoted.

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Navy Planes of
New Design to
Race at Detroit

Booth Speed Type Tucks
Landing Gear Into Bodyof Machine and WeighsLess Without Radiator

Wing Troughs CoolWater
Innovations, if Practical,

Expected to Influence
Air Forms Profoundly

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.-Radlcal in¬

novations in aircraft design will char¬
acterize several of the navy entries
in the Detroit aviation races to be held
in the early part of October, according
to a statement of the department.
Prominent among these will be the
navy B. R. or Booth racer, in which
a lesson from the birds has been in¬
corporated to obtain greater speed.The entire landing gear of tho planewill bo retracted into the fuselage
onco the plane is in the air, so that
only the wings and fuselage will pre¬
sent resistance to the wind. This fol¬
lows the practice of birds in flight.The smaller birds, it is known, draw
up their feet into their breast
feathers whilo in the air, while
larger spee'es, such as ducks and geese,
tuck their feet under their tail feathers
l'ather than drag them through the air
and retard their speed. So the. Booth
racer, once it has left the ground, will
draw up the wheels of the landing gear
into the body of the plane.

Radiator Is Eliminated
The B. R. incorporates another in¬

novation of an experimental character.
This is the complote suppression of
the radiator. Aeronautical experts
estimate that 2'0<per cent of the wind
resistance offered to airplanes is due
to the necessity of dragging an engine
radiator though the air at high speeds.
In tho Booth racer the entire wing
will he covered with a thin sheet of
copper, under which the water for cool¬
ing the engine circulates, so that the
wing itself becomes one large radiator
performing the dual function of cool¬
ing the engine and supporting the
weight of the plane.

If it bo proved posible to cool the
engine in this manner under the
grueling conditions of tho race a
marked advance will have been snade
in aeronautical engineering. The Booth
machine also represents an attempt to
take another step in aerodynamic re¬
finement, suppressing completely the
structural bracing required by wings
of a biplane by the use of a» unbraced
monoplane wing.

Ei-pect to Affect Air Designs
In general the Booth planes repre¬

sent not only the last word in refine¬
ment, but three radical innovations in
design, which, if succesful, will have
a profound influence on the future de¬
sign of high performance in military
and naval planes.
The B. R. planes are designed by

Messrs. Booth and Thurston .of the
Aerial Engineering Corporation, Ham-
mondsport, N. Y., who a year ago were
employees of the Curtiss Aeroplano

and Motor Corporation, end worked on
the deaif-n of tho Curtiss navy racer
which won tho aerial classic last year
and established a world's record for a
cfosed circuit. It is therefore con¬
cluded that the B. R. planes will in¬
corporate a good deal of the experience
of the C. R, type. '

The Booth racers are «quipped with
the Wright H-3 special high compres¬
sion engine, developing 400 horsepower.
This engino is an American adaptation
of the French Hispano-Suie», the motor
which made the Spad possible during
the World War, The Wright engineers
have made some eighteen or twenty
major improvements, and it is now th«
standard pursuit engino of tho United
States. The high compression feature
will give to the plane additional speed
and endurance.

Chief of Police Battersby, of Jersey
City is determined that New Jersey
shall not tolerate the overflow.

Chief Battersby has announced that
he will select men from the Police De¬
partment who are familiar with thU
typo of person and plans to organize a
squad somewhat after the style of New
York's mendicant squad with a view to
preventing the imposition on a gener¬
ous and unsuspecting public.

"The Ghost Breaker," at the

Rivoli, Is Below Par; Show
at Capitol Excellent

At the Rivoli there is on th« pro¬

gram a comedy called "One Terrible
Day." W« did not wait to sse it, but
we fancy it must be the story of a film
critic who «goes to the theaters on Sun¬
day» to review the summer offerings of
the different companies.

In a majority of th« motion picture
palaces the feature picture has ceased
to be the feature. This Is true of "The
Ghost Breaker" at the Rivoli, which is
almost the world's worst picture. In
the first place what ha« happened to
Wallace Reldî His attitude Is that of
a bored onlooker, instead of an actor.
He is positively lethargic when his
mood isn't farcical, and he has tossed
aside all of his naive, attractive ways
with which ha beguiled the fans only
a year ago. He acts as though he were
convulsed with ironical merriment and
had decided that making pictures was a
delusion and a snare.
As a matter of fact w« should not

blame Wallte for acting exactly as he
doe« if it were possibl« for him to have
seen the picture and to know just what
an enfant terrible it was going to be.
Perhaps he did know. Perhaps he has
a prophetic soul! Also, if Lila Lee is
no more inspiring to play opposite than
she is to watch, he ha» small incentive
to be merry and bright in the role of
Warren Jarvis, who aspired to,being a

ghost breaker.
Lila Lee, as Maria Theresa, has In¬

herited some ancestral castles and not
much else down near Rio de Janeiro.
The place is filled with sliding panels
and secret passages and ghosts, and
somewhere on the premises hidden
treasures are concealed.
When we first heard about those hid¬

den treasures, although we had missed
seeing H. B. Warner in the stage play,
we were eure that the hero would hunt
for the treasure, find nothing and
would then exclaim: "We found the
treasure, dear, when we found love!"
And that is exactly what happened. It
seems that th« only way to be sur¬

prised in a picture any more is to write
it yourself. Every one who has written
for the film will tell you that he was

greatly surprised when he saw his story
on the screen.
Maria Theresa has a wicked cousin,

the Duke D'Alva, and while pretending
to help her he is in reality egging on
the ghosts to be particularly active.
Arthur Carewe plays the villain, as
usual. Walter Heirs is seen as a negrovalet, and the performance is too silly
for words. Probably it was not his
fault, however, for Heim seems a
pretty sane sort of person as a rule.
He was undoubtedly under orders. The
story is rambling and scrappy. You
are transported from Rio de Janeiro
to New York, just stopping in Ken¬
tucky long enough to get the hero
mixed up in a feud which finally lands
him in the arms of the heroine. The
play was the work of Paul Dickey and
Charles Goddard. Jack Cunningham
made the scenario and Alfred Green
directed the picture.
The overture is the fascinating

"Pique Dame." Fred Jogeel and Ocy
Shoff sing "Dreams." The comedy,
"One Terrible Day." starts out with a
woman who is having her face packed
in mud and a monkey who thinks the
preparation is a delicate edible. Tho
rest we did not see, but one must ad¬
mit that that was an auspicious open¬
ing.
